Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-10,14-18,25 are allowable over the reference of record because none of these 
references disclose or can be combined to yield the claimed invention such as a device 
comprising a semiconductor substrate arranged for emitting light for incidence on an element 
and also responsive to light received from the element wherein the device comprising the 
absorbing layer realize from a bandgap material that absorbs light of a second wavelength range 
different from the first wavelength range while not absorbing light of the first wavelength range 
as recited in claim 1 .
